Aug. 30—The type 
of floor on which chicks are con­ 
fined influences thq leg deformity 
commonly called crooked toes, ac­ 
cording to findings of scientists at 
Cornell University. 
Smooth, pa- 
per-covered floors were found to 
promote the disorder more 
than 
wire-covered floors. 
This is one of the experiments 
recounted in 
a 
report 
of 
the 
United 
States 
Departm ent 
of 
Agriculture of field and laboratory 
research underway at the Cornell 
University agricultural experiment 
station and elsewhere throughout 
the nation. 
Results of 
other 
research 
at 
Cornell are reported: 
Work in tile Hudson Valley re­ 
vealed that heavy applications of 
nitrogenous 
fertilizer 
increased 
the tendency to pre-harvest drop­ 
ping rn the McIntosh apple. This 
was greater during years of ex­ 
cessive rainfall than in com para­ 
tively dry seasons. 
Tests with a 
hormone spray 
showed 
striking 
effects in reducing this drop. 
It was found that certain 
dis­ 
orders, such as cork, can be pro­ 
duced experimentally 
in 
apples, 
and that the coating 
of 
Golden 
Delicious apples with wax emul­ 
sion materially checked the rate 
of shriveling. 
Affects Cauliflower 
Studies showed that magnesium 
may be a powerful 
influence 
in 
certain soils in the successful pro­ 
duction of cauliflower. 
A distinct 
form of chlorosis was eliminated 
in one field where the preceding 
crop was a complete failure. 
Of the various methods of han­ 
dling iceberg types of lettuce, the 
Cornell 
station 
found 
none 
to 
equal package-icing in 
effective­ 
ness, except for the Boston variety 
which needs pre-cooling. 
The effect of night temperatures 
on hot-house grown chrysanthe­ 
mums, gardenias, and poinsettias 
was studied. 
Low night tempera­ 
tures on young 
chrysanthemums 
interfered with bud formation, de­ 
layed flowering, and decreased the 
number of buds to the stem, as 
compared with holding plants at 
high night temperatures. 
Another experiment showed the 
value of keeping woodland 
soils 
ungrazed.

on the grazed areas.

Smaller communities might well do some­ 
thing like this with less fanfare of trumpets. 
Postoffice and express officials might find 
it easier if the packages were scattered over 
a month.

by the third day what’s left might Ik? a drug 
on the market. But if today’s chocolate cake 
to one soldier is followed by a spice cake two 
days later to a second, then a hatch of 
cookies to a third, and the fourth gets a 
whole flock of cigarettes, anyone can see that 
life in that group is going to bo quite cheerful 
for a while.

TREATING W AH NEUROSIS 


In the examinaUon of recruit* for the last w ar, 
physicians m ade only the physical tests—condition 
of throat, teeth, eyes, heart, lungs, feet and general 
appearance. If a recruit had a good physique and 
no organic trouble w as found, he w as accepted for 
service. There was, however, no exam ination or in­ 
vestigation of his em otional or nervous system . It 
was only after the w ar th at the dam age done by the 
w ar to the nerves and em otions w as discovered and 
m any returned m en are receiving pensions (and 
rightly so) for w hat Is called traum atic (injury) 
neurosis. 
I hesc men are as brave as others and carry on 
by steeling them selves against their natural fears. 
B ut the harm ful effect* of w ar upon their nerves, 
es|H*cially when there is some actual wound o r in­ 
jury also, may last for m onths or even years a fte r 
their retu rn to civil life. 
I he experience of the last w ar in w’hieh so m any 
m en suffered from traum atic neurosis is having its 
effect upon exam ining physicians, and individuals 
who are ‘ likely 
to develop a neurosis lf they re­ 
ceive an injury how ever slight are, while not re­ 
jected for service, often placed in an arm of the se r­ 
vice where they will not be exposed to danger or to 
the effects of danger. 
It is adm itted th at men who are not ordinarily 
nervous or em otional may have their nerve* affect­ 
ed by "exhaustion, fatigue, heat, cold, hunger, th irst, 
strain, stress, and unhygienic surroundings." 
In W ar Medicine, published by the Am erican 
Medical Association, Dr. A. K ardiner, New York, 
discusses the neurosis (disorders of the nervous sys­ 
tem not caused by any wound on injury). It is es­ 
tim ated th a t about one in tw enty of the recruits 
accepted for service belong to this class. Some of 
the individuals in whom w ar m ay cause a neurosis 
(thinking a disease o r injury is present when none 
exists) are stam m erers, and persons who have a 
history of having had sudden spasm s or convulsions 
[ some tim e in th eir lives. "In addition to these, th ere 
are the persons who are "fainty", those who cannot 
stan d the sight of blood, and those w ith a chronic 
disturbance of the nervous system such as peptic 
ulcer and mucous colitis—chronic diarrhoea." 
It is not suggested that m en of this type should 
not be accepted for service, for all of us m ay be 
neurotic a t tim es because of things th at occur in 
everyday life. T he thought is th a t when a m edical 
officer observes these sym ptom s In w arfare, he 
should tre a t these sym ptom s and not let them be­ 
come chronic.

Few plagues ar* so devastating 
in their effects ss a swarm of lo­ 
custs. 
Whan in flight they throw 
a deflnita shadow across the fact of 
tha sun and, when they land, all 
edible vegetation for miles around 
Is devoured in a matter of minutes. 
(A swarm may be IO miles wide 
and 20 miles long I) 
One of the most spectacular ways 
of killing off such a locust swarm 
is by use of the Flammenwerfer, or 
flam* gun, used by the Germans 
against th* British Tommy on the 
field* of Flanders. A portable cyl­ 
inder containing paraffin is carried 
on the back and attached to the cyl­ 
inder is a length of hos* at the end 
of which is a nozzle. When the cylin­ 
der is pumped up a jet of flame 
shoot* out of the nozzle for IO yards.
